ARCHBISHOP CUSHING WARNS AGAINST 
DIVISION OF CATHOLICS AND JEWS

BOSTON, Mass. — Jews and 
Catholics “stand on a platform 
of mutual agreement and con- 
cord” in their acceptance of the 
right of God “to dictate to men 
their conduct and of the obliga- 
tion of mankind to follow these 
dictates,” Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing, head of the Catholic dio- 
cese of Boston, told members of 
the Newton Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
the Jewish War Veterans at their 
annual meeting here. 


The archbishop called for joint 
opposition to “our enemies and 
our critics” whom “we also fre- 
quently have in common.” 


“Abroad,” he said, “the Jews 
and the Catholics are usually the 





first objects of the nationalist 
totalitarian’s ban. At home, vest- 
ed interests which discriminate on 
one day against our people—dis- 
criminate the next against yours 
—and the next against both of 
us. 

“Some of your people are occas- 
ionally led to think ill of some of 
mine; some of my people are sim- 
ilarly victimized with regard to 
you. Let us each be very careful. 
There are those who would gladly 
embarrass both of us. We have 
common enemies and they are 
hard at work here in this city 
and elsewhere trying to divide 
your people and ours. They have 
even tried on occasion to do this 
in the name of ‘good-will’ and I 
regret to say, of demoepacy.”

CHICAGO — Two anti-Semitic 
publications, “Gentile News,” 
monthly hate tabloid published 
by Eugene Flitcraft, head of the 
Gentile Cooperative Association, 
and “The Jew Refugee,” a tirade 
by Ainslee Horner, Chicago agi- 
tator, are being distributed 
through the mailing lists of the 
American Beauty Products Com- 
pany, of Chicago, the Chicago 
Sun has charged. 

Carl E. Koch, company presi- 
dent, was unable to be reached 
for comment. E. F. Heflebauer, 
vice-president, disclaimed knowl- 
edge that the mailing lists were 
being used for distribution of the 
two documents, but said the com- 
pany occasionally sold mailing 
lists to non-competitive  busi- 
nesses, but that such practices 
had been discontinued. 

Charge Koch Old Anti-Semite 

The Sun’ says Koch has a long 
record of anti-Semitic activities, 
and several years ago was or- 
dered to remove anti-Semitic 
statements from the company ex- 
hibit at a convention. Koch was 
charged last year as a contribu- 
tor to Flitcraft’s cooperative, 
which he denied. 

The Sun says the latest Koch 
activity was uncovered by the 
comparison of envelopes from 
the company and those contain- 
ing hate material. Experts check- 
ing the samples said the ad- 
dresses were all reproduced from 
the same copy. 

Flitcraft, whose “Gentile News” 
uses the Nationalistic News 
Service, produced by Gerald L. K. 
Smith, and articles by Charles 
Hudson, defendant in the recent 
Washington sedition trials, said 
he didn’t know whether Koch 
was distributing copies through 
the company’s lists.

Paper Losing 
Jewish Ads Gets 
$100 Judgment

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—Judge 
Frederic B. Greenhalge awarded 
the Wakefield Daily Item $100 
in its $10,000 suit for slander 
brought nearly a year ago 
against Rev. LeRoy Congdon, 
former pastor of the town’s First 
Universalist Church. 

Congdon was accused by the 
newspaper’s editor and advertis- 
ing manager, Gardner E. Camp- 
bell, of circulating a false story 
that Campbell had said that he 
“was going to drive the Jews off 
Main street by (or in) 1944.” 


Merchants Stop Ads 

The suit was originally brought 
by Campbell but at a preliminary 
hearing in Middlesex Superior 
Court the newspaper company 
was substituted as the injured 
party. It was claimed that paper 
had suffered a weekly loss of 
$50 in advertising revenues when 
Jewish merchants withdrew their 
business. 

In making his findings Judge 
Greenhalge stated that he was 
unable to find that Campbell 
made the statement set forth in 
his own declaration, but that he 
was also unable to find that Rev. 
Congdon had charged Campbell 
with making that statement. 

Rev. Congdon did say in Camp- 
bell’s presence and before an- 
other pastor that Campbell, in an 
address before the men’s club of 
the Universalist church on Oct. 
6, 1943, said he “would just as 
soon see them (the Jews) off 
the street.” Mr. Congdon used 
these or some similar form of 
words and had reason to believe 
they might be repeated, Judge 
Greenhalge stated and awarded 
the small amount of $100  be- 
cause he said there was no proof 
of any special damage. 


Paper’s Attitude Caused Ad Loss 

The judge found, however, that 
“the attitude of the plaintiff's 
newspaper in its articles and edi- 
torials was the reason Jewish 
merchants in Wakefield cancelled 
their advertising. 


Rabbi Edmund Landau

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Jewish Agency 
Appeals to Russ 
On Palestine

SAN FRANCISCO — For the 
first time since the Soviet Revolu- 
tion, leaders of the world Zionist 
movement have directly communi- 
cated with high Moscow officials 
by submitting to the Soviet dele- 
gation at the United Nations 
Conference a memorandum deal- 
ing with pfrotection of Jewish 
rights in Palestine. 

The nine-page memorandum, in 
the Russian langauge, explained 
to members of the Soviet delega- 
tion the functions of the Jew- 
ish Agency as the internationally 
recognized representative Jew- 
ish body for Palestine and out- 
lined the observations of the 
Agency on the drafts of the Unit- 
ed States and British proposals re- 
garding international trusteeship 
of mandated territories. The docu- 
ment was submitted to members 
of the Soviet delegation in the 
hope of securing Soviet support 
for recommendations contained 
therein. 

Molotov Wouldn’t See Wise 

Efforts by Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise to meet with Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov prior to the lat- 
ter’s departure from San Fran- 
cisco were not successful, but 
Zionist represenatives here are 
certain that the Soviet delegation 
will pay attention to the Jewish 
observations on the trusteeship 
issue and will take their memor- 
andum back to Moscow. Thus, 
through San Francisco, Stalin 
may for the first time receive 
Jewish views on Palestine direct- 
ly from leaders of the American 
and world Zionist movement. 

It has been known for some 
time that Jewish Agency leaders 
in London were seeking a means 
of presenting to Stalin the Zion- 
ist position on the Palestine prob- 
lem in order to secure Russia’s 
support at the peace table for 
Jewish demands. It has also been 
known that President Edouard 
Benes of Czechoslovakia agreed 
to act as mediator and personally 
brought the Zionist views to Stal- 
in’s attention. Stalin’s reaction 
was said to be that the U.S.S.R. 
will not oppose any decision which 
the United States and England 
may take regarding Palestine’s 
future. 

Say Soviet Definitely Interested 

A clear indication, however, 
that the Soviet Union does not in- 
tend to remain indifferent to Pal- 
estine was seen here by experts 
of the Jewish Agency who are 
studying the text of the Soviet 
proposals on international trustee- 
ships submitted to the United Na- 
tions Conference on International 
Organization. 

These proposals refer, among 
other things, to territories under 
Mandate “A” of the League of Na- 
tions, of which Palestine is the 
only remaining one, and demand 
that the trusteeship council in- 
clude a Soviet member. Further- 
more, they provided that in plac-

Jewish Agency representatives 
here will seek clarification from 
the Soviet delegation concerning 
the section of the Soviet proposals 
which provides that one of the 
basic objectives of the trusteeship 
system should be progressive de- 
velopment of the inhabitants in the 
trusteed territories toward self- 
government “and self-determina- 
tion with active participation of 
peoples of these territories, having 
the aim to expedite the achieve- 
ment by them of full national in- 
dependence.” In the case of Pal- 
estine this provision may work 
to the advantage of the Arabs 
and may endanger the Jewish 
position, if not properly defined. 

The Soviet proposals support 
the United States recommenda- 
tions that states holding terri- 
tories in trust must submit their 
annual reports to the General 
Assembly of the projected inter- 
national organization and not to 
the Economic and Social Council, 
as the British propose. They also 
specify that the trusteeship coun- 
cil should be empowered to ac- 
cept petitions and institute inves- 
tigations with regard to the ad- 
ministration of entrusted terri-, 
tories—a provision which was 
also suggested by the United 
States and which is opposed by 
Britain. In this respect the Unit- 
ed States and Soviet suggestions 
are welcomed by Zionist leaders 
here, since they provide a machin- 
ery of the Jewish Agency to sub- 
mit petitions regarding Palestine, 
as is the case under the League 
of Nations mandate.

Wheels in Motion for Aid to Europe's Jews 


Ghost-Like Survivors 
Ask, ‘Where Can 


A Jew Live?”

WITH S. FORCES IN 
SOUTHERN GERMANY—Ghost- 
like, gaunt Jewish survivors of 
Dachau are still being encoun- 
tered along all the roads of 
southern Germany. They are 
part of transports en route from 
Dachau who were abandoned by 
the German guards when the ad- 
vancing American forces came 
near. 

A typical pair are Moses Gold 
and Abraham Kienigsberg, Czech- 
oslovak Jews, both of whom have 
uncles living in New York City. 
A Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
correspondent met them on a 
snow-filled Alpine road along 
which American military vehicles 
were passing. Both had been con- 
fined in wards for typhus vic- 
tims when the Gestapo decided to 
evacuate Dachau. They were 
loaded onto a train of flatcars 
which had proceeded as far as 
the small village of Mittlwaid 
when the S. S. men abandoned 
them. 

When the correspondent asked 
them where they were going they 
replied: “We do not know.” Ask- 
ed where they planned to live, 
they said: “Where can a Jew 
live? Once we had wives and 
children, but they were killed at 
Oswiecim. For years they tore 
tured, starved and whipped us, 
but it seems that few of us are 
still alive. What can we want 
now?” Similar replies came from 
other refugees from Dachau who 
are wandering around aimlessly, 

A captain in the medical corps 
told this correspondent that he 
had just treated one survivor 
who had a two-igch square piece 
of flesh gouged out of his back 
by the Gestapo. Many of these 
half-dead refugees who can not 
go on farther are being sent to 
hospitals by army doctors.

PFC. LOUIS B. GREENBERG, of Brooklyn, N. Y., has re- 
ceived the Distinguished Service Cross for heroism in France. 
When his company was cut off from other units by strong in- 
filtrating German forces, it was necessary to call for fire upon 
their own position in order to direct effective cannon bombard- 
ment against the enemy. 

Greenberg, a radio operator with a forward observation 
party, remained with the group and he!ped direct supporting fire 
despite the danger to himself. During the action, his company 
commander was badly wounded by shell fragments, and Green- 
berg took over responsibility, directing fire and staying on at his 
post until the enemy withdrew. 

General Patton praised Greenberg’s “heroic action and 


conspicuous courage, determination and loyal devotion to duty.”

CAPT. MORTIMER KARTEN, 29, of New York City, has 
been awarded the Silver Star for gallantry in action on 
Kwajalein Island.

One platoon had advanced to a position ahead of infantry 
lines, and got caught in a barrage of fire from American guns. 
Karten ignored his own safety, when radio contact failed, left 
his tank in the midst of a hail of enemy fire, and attracted the 
attention of the platoon leader, who led the platoon back to 
the infantry lines. Karten exposed himself to enemy fire

Rabbi Believes 
Would Rise to 





Jewish Women 
Responsibilities 








To the editor, 

Your editorial “Why Not Work 
on Jewish Women?” which ap- 
peared in The Post of April 20, 
is a word in season. The value 
of the Jewess as the primary 
factor in building Jewish life in 
America has been largely over- 
looked. I trust that your com- 
ment will bring many _ sugges- 
tions from readers for remedy- 
ing this situation, 


One phase of this problem I 
discussed some time ago in a 
sermon entitled “Three Pillars 
of Faith” which I later released 
to members of my congregation. 
This sermon will interest your 
readers and I therefore enclose 
a copy for publication in The 
Post.

THREE PILLARS OF FAITH 


Some time ago a highly cul- 
tured Jewess brought to my at- 
tention a matter which disturbed 
her greatly. “Christian mission- 
aries are active in our commun- 
ity,” said this Jewess, “and some- 
thing must be done to stop them. 
I already spoke to several rab- 
bis and upon my suggestion they 
are willing to call a conference 
for the purpose of discussing 
this subject. We are counting on 
your participation in this gather- 
ing.’ My reply to this Jewess 
was that while her motive is 
praiseworthy the idea of calling 
a conference only means to face 
the situation unrealistically. 

Let us first of all realize that 
this Jewess did not exaggerate 
the situation. Missions to Jewish 
children are doing business in 
many neighborhoods openly, but 
what is still worse is the fact 
that some of them operate se- 
cretly. Invitations are passed 
around to Jewish children in 
front of public schools (an _ in- 
direct infringement on our tra- 
ditional separation of church and 
state in institutions of public in- 
struction) to attend meetings in 
private homes ostensibly for cul- 
tural and social purposes. Upon 
arriving, however, the children 
discover that the meetings are 
devoted to an interpretation of 
Christian dogmas and an exhor- 
tation to accept them. Frequently 
these children are told that since 
their parents are stricken with 
spiritual blindness it is not ad- 
visable to divulge the nature of 
these instructions. Be it said 
right here that leading Chris- 


tians don’t approve of such meth- 
ods, but the zealous missionaries 
persist in practicing them. In a 
number of cases the missionaries 
succeed in effecting conversions. 
I know of three Jewish girls who 
in spite of the opposition of their 
parents are now regular church- 
goers. 


The problem is_ serious—but 
conferences will not solve it. The 
missionaries are successful for 
one reason only: they are backed 
by funds which enable them to 
do their work effectively. They 
have full time workers, their 
rent is paid, and an expense ac- 
count provided. The latter is used 
to furnish free dinners to child- 
ren who attend meetings, free va- 
cations in camps during the sum- 
mer, and free medical care to 
the families of these children. All 
this is intended to demonstrate 
concretely the workability of the 
Christian faith. If we are to at- 
tract Jewish children to Judaism 
we must imitate the missionaries 
and we must provide funds to 
execute this endeavor. There is 
only one group which is able to 
raise this money and this is Jew- 
ish mothers—but unfortunately 
they are not interested. 


Does this mean that Jewish 
women have lost their traditional 
community-mindedness? Does 
this mean that Jewish women 
no longer consider themselves 
their brother’s keeper? No, not 
at all! The fact is that American 
Jewesses are more active com- 
munally than they have ever 
been in history. The sacrifices 
which American Jewesses bring 
in behalf of their people are end- 
less—but the trouble is_ that 
these Jewesses have lost their 
specialization. The American 
Jewesses are more active com- 
unally than they have ever been 
in history. The sacrifices which 
American Jewesses bring in be- 
half of their people are endless— 
but the trouble is that these Jew- 
esses have lost their specializa- 
tion. The American Jewess may 
be compared to the shepherdess 
in the Song of Solomon who said, 
“They made me a keeper of the 
vineyards, but mine own vine- 
yard have I not kept.” Jewish 
tradition frees the Jewess from 
many mitzvos in order that she 
might be able to perform effec- 
tively three primary obligations: 
First, the burning of a piece of 
challah, symbolizing devotion to 
the ancient temple and to its 
successor ,the synagogue; second,

personal purity, symbolizing »% 
sponsibility for the preseryatig, 
of the sacred character of the 
Jewish family; third, lighting 
candles Friday evening, symbg, 
izing unflagging devotion to th 
religious education of Jewish 
children. 

A vigorous and effective syna. 
gogue, a family and a hom 
which radiate Jewishness, and , 
Jewish education for every Jew. 
ish child—these are the primary 
objectives which Jewish tradition 
prescribes for the Jewess am 
which alone are responsible for 
our survival. However, the Ame. 
ican Jewess is sadly neglecting 
her historic role and she is é& 
voting herself primarily to phil 
anthropy. Of course philan 
thropic endeavor is important but 
it must not be carried on at th 
expense of the primary oblige 
tions of the Jewesses. While i 
is impossible for men to perform 
the specific duties of women they 
can be easily replaced in the field 
of charity. Jews have alway 
cared for the indigent in their 
midst and there is no earthly 
reason why Jewesses should try 
to assume control over philan 
thropy in the community. 

Some time ago I conferred 
with a wealthy Christian wom 
an who for years has spent large 
sums on missions to Jewish chil¢ 
ren. This woman said, “We ar 
not taking away any of you 
children. We give a Christian e 
ucation only to such children wh 
don’t receive a Jewish edu 
tion.” This woman told the truth 
and her zeal for her faith is a 
mirable. We are therefore called 
on to answer a great question: 
Does the spiritual welfare o 
Jewish children mean more 
Christian women than to Jewisl 
women? 

I believe that the answer is! 
decided no. I believe that if te 
acuteness of the problem % 
brought dramatically to their at 
tention Jewish woman W 
change their mode of activity 
and begin to devote themselves 
to their traditional duties. Unless 
we make a vigorous effort ™ 
provide a Jewish education for 
all children, we can rest ass 
that missionary effort will it- 
crease. We ‘must therefore 
ate more educational and recite 
ational facilities for Jewish 
ren and provide funds for 
maintenance. We have agé 
for this purpose but their efforts 
must be increased - tenfold. 0 
thing is certain: without the # 
tive interest of mothers, Jew™ 
education will continue 
weak and colorless.

1 Sees Palestine Situation

JERUSALEM. 
F Palestine were an isolated little country operated as it is 

under a league mandate (actually it is administered as a 
British crown colony and without a government of its own al- 
though containing some six or seven hundred thousand Jews, 
more than half of which arrived since 1933) it would be a small 
matter in practical politics for any first-class power to decide. 

* * * 

For the Jewish Commonwealth question is entirely a matter 
of power. It involves the British decision to act against prac- 
tically the unanimous will of the Arab population. But it is 
in the higher interest of many more stateless or- threatened 
Jewish people to give the widest possible interpretation to the 
Balfour Declaration and therefore permit a Jewish agency, 
either through restricted or greatly extended immigration, to 
rapidly change the Jewish minority into a majority and thereby 
to create a Jewish statehood. In the world we live, in which 
so many drastic moves have precedents and so much is going 
on now with general consent to invoke self-determination, native 
populations have hardly met with a straight-face Jewish agency. 

To Britain’s credit is the fact that it voted against moving 
a single Arab. But great powers after the last war have moved 
around peoples to create solid ethnographic blocs—Turks and 
Greeks, with ancestral roots in certain places, were moved whole- 
sale, and the league counted it a success though some of us who 
saw it brought a silent minority report. 

In this war the Russians made huge evacuations and changes 
in population for political reasons and will make more according 
to plan. It may be and it is argued that Palestine never was 
an independent state. For centuries before the last war it was 
governed by the Ottoman Empire. 

* oo a 

Certainly from the humanitarian viewpoint the Jewish 
people’s situation is desperate and extreme. Yet here I have 
seen happier colonies of Jews living on their own culture than 
I would have thought possible 20 years ago. In fact it is the 
success, not the failure of the Palestine colonization project that 
creates an issue today. 

It would, therefore, seem simple to open the gates and let 
Nature take its course. The reason why this isn’t done is be- 
cause it involves the entire Arab world from the Russian 
border of Iran to Syria and even into Morocco, where the long 
slumbering people are in need of awakening to the concept of 
some sort of loose federation of Arabian States, all of which are © 
unwilling to see Palestine pass out of Arab control. For Pales- 
tine is a point of outlet for Iraquian oil. Jerusalem is also the 
third holy city of the Islamic world and after Mecca and Medina 
is a point of pilgrimage. 

The Arab question involves France which is plainly jealous 
of her largely Arabian Empire and is still anxious to keep her 
leading position among the western powers. Only in Syria and 
Lebanon will France openly back and aid the formation of a 
Jewish Commonwealth. 

I seriously doubt if Russia’s position is equivocal. It is 
reported that at Yalta, Stalin declared his disinterestedness. 
Some young Zionists place great hope in Russia, but if one 
watches the careful play of the Soviet throughout its own Mos- 
lem states trying to increase Russian influence in the Islamic 
world, one doubts any sincere support in that quarter. 

Actually Russia has blocked immigration to Palestine from 
any territory annexed in this war and has discouraged any 
from occupied countries. Meanwhile, the British, who alone 
have the responsibility, get it both ways. 

The rich Arabs regard Jewish Palestine, with its voluntary 
communal settlements and dominant social democratic tend- 
encies, as a Soviet wedge in Arabia’s radical anti-British ele- 
ments. They call it the creation outpost of British imperialism. 
And Britain, with candid realization of the weakness of its 
postwar position compared with Russia and America and with 
the importance of good relations with the Moslem world to its 
very survival as a world power, will tread very carefully and, 
I am certain, that in this case it will do nothing on its sole 
responsibility. If all the United Nations would agree and assume 
equal responsibility the issue would be simplified.

HE American peopie will not fail to note 
that among the victims of Nazi bestiality 
are American prisoners of war. It is their 
beaten, starved, and burned bodies which are 
found in these charnel houses along with the 
bodies of Russians, Poles, Frenchmen, Czecho- 
slovaks, and Jews. There is meaning in this. 
The meaning is that the atrocities which the 
Nazis began years ago to practice on the Jews 
in Germany—without too much protest from 
the Christian world-—have at last reached our 
own flesh and bloud, precisely as every oppon- 
ent of anti-Semitism predicted that they would 
eventually. 


For anti-Semitism—in Germany, in America, 


or anywhere else--never has, as its real ob- . 


jective, the persecution of Jews alone. It is 
always a diabolical way of destroying the dig- 
nity and humanity of the whole human race— 
beginning with the Jews—of committting 
against man the very outrage which Jesus 


Christ himself denounced in strong and stings 
ing words. 

When the Nazis began to persecute the Jews 
they were testing the conscience of mankind. 
The question was, Would the conscience of 
Western civilization put up with it? The more 
pressing question was, Would the Christian 
conscience put up with it? Would the Christian 
world permit human beings to be treated as 
the Nazis were treating the Jews? 

The evidence is now in. The conscience of 
Western civilization did permit it. The Chris- 
tian conscience, with some notable exceptions, 
did put up with it. And for this we are not to 
be excused. The whole Christian world, inside 
Germany and out, should have thrown all of its 
strength against the Nazis from the moment 
that its anti-Semitic program: was announced 
and the first Jew was subjected to persecu- 
tion as a consequence of it. j 

Had we done that we should not today be 
looking upon the multilated corpses of Ameri- 
can prisoners in Nazi concentration camps, 

Americans—and Christians—who permit anti- 
Semitism in America to go unrebuked—please 
note and ponder!

JERUSALEM — The greatest 
demonstration in the history of 
modern Palestine took place here 
as the Jewish population went 
wild at news of the victory of 
Europe. The streets and syna- 
gogues were constantly filled with 
happy celebrants and United Na- 
tions and Jewish flags flew from 
hundreds of buildings. 

Work in all but essential indus- 
tries stopped. Between 4 and 7 
p. m. all urban traffic came toa 
halt, and public prayers wer@Said 
in all synagogues. 

Lighter Mogen Davids and 
menorahs shone forth from the 
roofs of the higher structures. A 
procession headed by leaders of 
the Jewish community, followed 
by servicemen and members of 
civil defense units bearing plac- 
ards recalling the millions of ex- 
terminated Jews and other ap- 
propriate slogans marched 
through the streets of Jerusalem, 
Tel Aviv and other places. 
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Clara 
LARA clutched her doll tight- 
ly in her arms as she stood 
shyly at the window of the Pal- 
estinian train just pulling into 
the station near the hills of 
Judea. She was only six, but she 
had starved and seen whippings 
and torture. She had lost her 
mother and her father and her 
brother and had wandered fright- 
ened and aimless with other stray 
children. Her doll was all the 
family she had left. It was in Ru- 
mania at a death camp that the 
Youth Aliyah worker found her. 
Clara joined a procession of chil- 
dren going to Palestine. All of 
Europe was at war and it took 
nearly three years before Clara’s 
group of 119 boys and girls reach- 
ed Judea. 

Clara turned to her friend “Tar- 
zan” standing eagerly beside her. 
The children had given him his 
nickname because he was a great 
hero even to these brave wan- 
derers. He was seven, and for 
three of his seven years, he had 
lived alone in the forest, eating 
roots. 

“Tarzan,” said Clara, “they said 
we would have beds, and new 
clothes, and whole shoes with real 
soles to them.” 

And Tarzan said, “Yes, and they 
said we would go to school and 
learn to milk a cow and tend a 
garden too.” 

“Do you think they could have 
meant it?” Clara asked anxiously. 

Eyes shining, the little band 
tramped eargerly toward “home” 
—a cooperative settlement in the 
hills of Judea. Down the road the 
children of the settlement waited 
for them, singing and cheering. 
The sun was warm on their backs 
and Clara found herself beginning 
to believe that perhaps the fairy- 
tale would come true after all. 

All at once she saw the shin- 
ing white cabins, and then she 
was inside her new home, seeing 
her own bed, tenderly touching 
the clean sheets, testing her tooth- 
brush and the big rough towels. 

Supper was almost too much 
to believe—meat and vegetables 
and fruit and more bread than 
Clara had seen for a year. 

As the sun was setting, she step- 
ped out of the cottage and stood 
shyly holding the doll. But this 
was a new Clara. She was wear- 
ing a new sweater, new skirt, new 
boots, new underwear—all new. 

“Tarzan” called to her,, “Come 
along Clara, we are going to 
dance. They are going to teach 
us the Palestinian dance — the 
Hora!” 

Clara put down her doll. She 
had a home now and she had a 
family. Laughing, she joined the 
circle of dancing children. 

a * + 

You’ve guessed, haven’t you 
that Clara is a real little girl and 
“Tarzan” a real boy? They are 
just two of the 12,000 children 
who have been brought to a new 
life in Palestine through Youth 
Aliyah, the movement which is 
taking Jewish refugee children 
out of Europe and elsewhere and 
resettling and re-educating them 
in the Jewish National Home. 

They have been saved because 
of the dream and courage of a 
great woman. Henrietta Szold 
was 72 years old when Hitler first 
began to persecute Jewish chil- 
dren. She said, “If Germany does 
not want these children, Palestine 
does.” She arranged for Great 
Britain to give visas so that the 
young people could leave Ger 
many and enter Palestine, plan- 
ned training schools for them in 
Germany, and settlements in Pak 






estine, and inspired American 
women through Hadassah to sup- 
port the project. 

At first only those between 15 
and 17 who seemed fitted for Pal- 
estian life were chosen. Soon, 
though it became clear that Eu- 
rope was determined to kill all its 
Jews, and Youth Aliyah took 
every Jewish child of any age 
that it could snatch from the 
Nazi’s hands. 

These children needed love and 
healing as well as a place to live 
and food to eat. Henrietta Szold 
gave them that love. 

In spite of all the things she 
had to do, she was never too busy 
to meet every boatload of boys 
and girls and let them know they 
had a mother. 

Henrietta Szold died last month, 
and all Jews mourn the passing 
of the greatest Jewish woman 
of our time. But she will never 
really die because she knew how 
to inspire other people with her 
dreams. The work she has started 
will go on and she will live in that. 

One of the Youth Aliyah grad- 
uates wrote her a letter on her 
80th birthday. He said: 

“We feel as though an over- 
powering song were taking us 
forward, upward, upward. When 
we stand in the fields, sweat run- 
ning from our brows, the country 
seems to Say: 

“Look at your land; love it; 
it is yours.’ Dear Miss Szold, we 
will follow the road which we 
have taken, forward and upward. 
And you will always be with us 
on that road.” 





There Will Be No Wars 


In our Sunday School class we 
are studying about the great 
prophets of the Jewish religion 
. . « phophets like Elijah, Amos, 
Hosea, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
Ezekiel. Each of these prophets 
tried to do or did something for 
the Jewish people that the peo- 
ple needed. For instance, learn- 
ing to worship God, to love him, 
and not to bring sacrifices to him 
were the teachings of the pro- 
phets. 

Prophet Isaiah said, after the 
kingdom of Israel was destroyed, 
“Some day God may destroy the 
kingdom of Judah, but even then 
some of the best Jews will re- 
main. These will after many 
years, spread the teachings of 
God throughout the world. In 
fact, some day all the people in 
the world will recognize the 
Greatness of God and will come 
to Jerusalem to learn God’s 
laws. 

“In those days there will be 
no wars. People will break their 
swords and make of them tools 
for plowing the field. From then 
on, people will live in peace and 
happiness. Those will be won- 
derful days but they are far far 
away. People must first learn to 
understand God and to worship 
him.”

After they left Palestine, little 
by little the Jews began to build 
schools, The schools were not 
only for children but grown men. 
Hillel chopped wood to take care 
of his family and to pay for his 
schooling too. Hillel when grown 
up still went to school. One half 
of what he earned he gave to 
his family and the other half he 
paid the doorkeeper for admis- 
sion to the school. When eve- 
ning came, Hillel went to the 
school of Shemayah and Abtal- 
yon. He listened to the teacher 
with his heart, his mind, and his 
body. Hillel could not find any 
work the next day. When eve- 
ning came, he returned to the 
school. The doorkeeper asked for 
his money.

They recog- 
nize, too, that the almost over- 
whelming amount of vicious and 
poisonous literature that has 
been spread across the land has 
had its insidious effects in the 
vast expanse of rural sections as 
well as in the congested popula- 
tions of the cities. 

The State Council is made up 
of representatives from the ST. 
PAUL JEWISH COUNCIL, repre- 
senting St. Paul Jewish groups; 
from the MINNEAPOLIS JEW- 
ISH FEDERATION; the B’NAI 
B’RITH lodges of Minneapolis, 
the JEWISH WAR VETERANS 
of Minneapolis; the JEWISH 
FEDERATION OF DULUTH 
and representative Jewish lead- 
ers from the communities of 
Rochester, Hibbing, Austin, Al- 
bert Lea, Mankato, Virginia and 
Eveleth. Forty members com- 
prise the State Council. Meeting 
monthly they have an opportun- 
ity to evaluate projects, probe in- 
cidents of an anti-Semitic nature 
and make recommendations. An 
active executive committee of 
eight members has been empow- 
ered to expedite emergency prob- 
lems. Literature and information 
are periodically being mailed to 
“Key” men in 200 small towns in 
Minnesota.

Every Home Gets Pamphlet 

The Council is now in the midst 
of its most pretentious state-wide 
program. Projects funneling 
down to every Minnesota family 
have been undertaken. During 
October, 1944, a half million 4 
page leaflets were mailed, one 
to every home in Minnesota, 
pointing out the dangers of rac- 
ial and religious issues being 
raised in the current political 
campaign. The leaflet also con- 
tained excerpts from the Gov- 
ernor’s Inter-racial Commission’s 
statement on anti-Semitism; the 
popular poem by H. I. Phillips, 
“A Study in American Strength,” 
an unusually fine editorial, THE 
POISONS OF INTOLERANCE, 
which was carried in a metropol- 
itan daily paper in Minneapolis 
and other material pointing® to 
the dangers of intolerance. 

The Council developed an out- 
door program at the Minnesota 
State Fair which was presented 
by the Governor of Minnesota 
and leading religious leaders and 
educators. The entire program 
was broadcast over a statewide 
network. 

Recognizing the valuable les- 
sons learned from the current 
pamphlet, THE RACES OF 
MANKIND, the Council under- 
took to provide this to every 
teacher of Minnesota in con- 
densed form. First the Council 
created a two-page rotogravure 
feature for Newspaper use, fol- 
lowing its publication in the 
leading St. Paul newspaper. The 
Council mailed a re-print to ev- 
ery one of the more than 20,000 
elementary and high = school 
teachers of the state. Suggestions 
as to its use in the classroom 
and for posting purposes was out- 
lined to the teachers. This pro- 
ject was exceptionally well-taken 
and a healthy reaction was noted 
among the teachers. The Council 
then made the feature available 
in serial form to the C. L. O. state- 
wide newspaper which goes into 
the home of every C. I. O. mem- 
ber. The entire booklet was thus 
presented to more than 50,000

Joint Effort With Legion 

Recently the Woman’s Home 
Companion published an article 
exposing the subversive mothers’ 
groups that have mushroomed up 
during the war. So worthy was 
this article that the Council col- 
laborating with the American 
Legion Auxiliary of Minnesota 
had printed 50,000 copies and 
through the Auxiliary caused 
them to be distributed through- 
out the State. 

The positive public relations 
program of intercultural educa- 
tion was recently brought force- 
fully home to educators. At the 
annual convention of the Minne- 
sota Educational Association, an 
organization of more than 15,000 
school teachers, a booth was set 
up with numerous panels illus- 
trating the contributions of 
Jews to the United States, as 
Soldiers, as scientists, as philan- 
thropists, as doctors, as patriots, 
ete. Literature was distributed 
free and sold and the splendid 
reaction of the teachers to the 
exhibit indicated an ever-increas- 
ing desire on the part of educa- 
tors to the growing need of in- 
tercultural education in the pub- 
lic schools. 

That other states or regions 
may follow Minnesota’s lead in 
establishing a statewide organi- 
zation in this all-important field 
of public education is not within 
the province of this article. There 
has been a keen interest on the 
part of many persons interested 
in the field of civic-protection on 
how the Minnesota organization 
functions. In Minnesota it is the 
answer. Perhaps it will be in 
other sections, too, in the trying 
days ahead. 


Intermarriages in Service Increase 
Noticeably, Chaplains Say

SAN FRANCISCO—Intermarriage is definitely on the increase 


here. 


The ones in direct contact with it, in this booming war port, 
are the Army and Navy Chaplains—not the local rabbis. 


The local rabbis say, rightly 
no marked inter-marriage in- 
crease in this city of some 42,000 
Jewish folk. 

But the Jewish Army and Navy 
chaplains, who come into contact 
with thousands of servicemen— 
soldiers, sailors, and marines 
moving in and out to and from 
Pacific battlezones— have defi- 
nitely noticed the intermarriage 
increase. 

Jewish young men and women 
living here are guided by their 
Jewish parents here. This par- 
ental influence, and advice, is a 
marked factor in holding down 
intermarriage, it is agreed. There 
is no major break-away from the 
old traditions and beliefs. 


Based on Observation 

But for the thousands of serv- 
icemen passing through here, or 
stationed here, is a different mat- 
ter entirely. Both Navy Chap- 
lain H. Cerf Straus, of the 
Twelfth Naval District here, and 
Army Chaplain Harry Zwelling, 
of the San Francisco Port of 
Embarkation, definitely say the 
intermarriage rate has increased 
—and they base this on their own 
observations. 

As Chaplain Zwelling explains: 
“The boys have no parental guid- 
ance. The bars are down. They’re 
a long way from home.” 

In short, the Jewish fathers 
and mothers who supervise their 
boys’ friends, and influence their 
sons, are a long way from here. 
Unfortunately, no statistics are 
available on the number of inter- 
marriages. But many of them 
are performed by judges. 


War Hysteria a Factor 

Chaplain Zwelling says also 
that the intermarriage increase 
can be further attributed to the 
general war hysteria. He—and 
other Jewish chaplains—believe 
intermarriage will subside after 
the war. 

I talked to a Jewish lad, a Ma-} 
rine, convalescing at a Bay area} 
Naval hospital here from injuries 
suffered in the Pacific. For ob- 
vious reasons, he did not want his 
named used. He gave me this 
interesting sidelight: 

“I know my folks aren’t going 
to like it, but I’m going to marry 
a shicksa. I come from the East. 
My parents were very Orthodox. 
Probably, if it wasn’t for the war 
I'd be back home—going out with 
Jewish girls, planning to marry 
one. 

“Bt the war did things to me. 
First, it took me far from home. 
I was away from my parents’ in- 
fluence. I met Christian girls for 
the first time. ‘These were the 
girls my folks spoke disparaging- 
ly about—as shicksas. But they 
were human beings, too, I found 
out. 

“Before I shipped out, I met 
one here. Now we're engaged. I 
love her. We’re going to be mar- 
ried. I know what I’m letting my- 
self in for. We'll probably even- 
tally begin having spats, like 
most newly-married folk. But I 
don’t think she’ll ever throw up 
to me the fact that I’m Jewish. 
We've discussed that. We've de- 
cided that essentially we’re Amer- 
icans, and our divergent religions 
shall have no part in spoiling our 
married life. 

“I admit it’s a problem. Will 
I continue going to synagogue? 
Will I bring her home to my 
folks, or live here? If we have 
children, how will they be raised 
- » - in my faith, or hers? It'll 
probably take some figuring out. 
But I love her...”

Lewisohn Says Parochial 
School Opponents Silly 


UDWIG Lewisohn is one Jew 
who fights for “release 
time.” He wants religious instruc- 
tion after public school hours. 
In the Day, the author even sug- 
gests a “better” solution: Jewish 
parochial schools! 

“The majority of rabbis,” he 
Says, “have been inclined to op- 
pose this entire plan.” But he 
calls their position ‘uncomfort- 
able,” and their arguments “shal- 
low.” “It is easy to imagine the 
bewilderment of sincere Christ- 
fans at the spectacle of Jews 
taking this position. The motives 
which have misled Jews in this 
matter are impure and silly. They 
are afraid of divisiveness. Well, 
the diviseness exists; the division 
exists. No Gentile ever took a 
Jew for anything but a Jew.” 

Secularist materialism has 
ruined the world, Lewisohn 
points out, and “the great Chris- 
tian communions are a thousand 
times right.” After school, let 
Jewish children “proceed straight 
way to their Talmud Torah and 
receive .. instruction in the 
faith, the morals, the speech... 
of eternal Israel . . There is 
a still better way ... the way 
of the Jewish parochial school 
«.. The children in these schools 
are self-affirmative Jews and 
therefore dignified citizens. They 
also know something, which is 
not at all common in this day 
and age.”

Zionist Hotel Owner Resents 
Giving His Flat to Arabs 

The Day’s M. Danzis went to a 
San Francisco cocktail party, 
and met the owner of the St. 
Francis and Fairmount Hotels. 
At the former hostelry, he says, 
that gentleman, a Jew and Zion- 
ist, put up Molotov and com- 
pany. Well and good. But at the 
Fairmount, he had to surrender 
his own ten-room apartment. And 
who were the tenants? Let him 
tell his own story: 

“The State Department came 
and took over my hotel; and I 
am always willing to cooperate. 
Nor does it bother me to give up 
my flat. But it was for the Arabs! 
What a disgrace and a shame! 
I, a Jew, must give my residence 
to the Arabs, who have come to 
town to put obstacles in the 
path of the Jewish people.” 

This is a fitting background to 
the fate of Israel at San Fran- 
cisco. The Conference, for Jews, 
is a fiasco. We were not harmed 
there. That might have been 
bearable, after all our other 
hurts. Worse still: we were ig- 
nored. All commentators ruefully 
agree that the powers were lit- 
erally right when they announced 
at the beginning that Jewish 
questions would not be consid- 
ered. 

There was nothing doing any- 
where, anytime; but our Jewish 
big-shots acted important and 
busy. “A few newsmen who are 
close to Proskauer, or Goldstein, 
or Monsky, walk about with se- 
cretive expressions and enigmatic 
smiles, as though they are in pos- 
session of immense political se- 
crets,” reports Danzis from the 
scene. He adds that the comedy 
continues on the wires, with sen- 
sational and imaginative reports 
to Jewish papers, for lack of any 
other sort. And our public gets 
the impression that the Jewish 
fate is being decided. “At San 
Francisco we also had some Jew- 
ish luncheons, with the same fish 
and grapefruit as in New York, 
and the same sermons. It cer- 
tainly did not pay to travel 3,000 
miles.” 

And why bewail lack of unity? 


asks the Forward’s Zivion. You 
don’t. need unity simply to walk 
hotel corridors, which is what 
everyone did. Nor need the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference act so 
snooty, he adds. They walked the 
corridors too. The Freiheit, 
strong supporter of the Jewish 
Conference, damns it with faint 
praise, and asserts, “We must 
openly say that Jews have not 
got much out of any of our dele- 
gations.” It thinks our press rela- 
tions were terrible, as compared 
to the Poles, Negroes, Ukran- 
ians, etc.

Proskauer Represented Jews 
But Didn’t Once Mention Them 

A grave charge is_ brought 
against Judge Prokauer. A large 
meeting was called at the Scot- 
tish Rite Temple, says the Frei- 
heit’s M. Katz. Negroes spoke 
for Negroes, other races. for 
themselves, and even _ profes- 
sional anti-Semites held forth. 
Proskauer represented us. The 
writer capitalizes: “IN HIS 
WHOLE SPEECH, AND LATER 
IN ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS, 
HE DID NOT MENTION ONE 
WORD ABOUT JEWS, OR JEW- 
IH TROUBLES; OR THE TER- 
RIBLE PRICE THAT JEWS 
HAVE PAID IN THE PRESENT 
WAR. OR ANY JEWISH DE- 
MANDS. WHATSOEVER. It is 
as though Mr. Proskauer repre- 
sented an abstract idea of jus- 
tice, which hovers in mid-air. But 
he ‘forgot’ to mention the Jews.”

Where Were Passports 
With “Jude” on Them 


This tragedy of formal non- 
esistence of Israel (the corpse 
without a name) is spotlighted 
by the Day’s S. Bickel. He went 
to see the gruesome newsreels 
of Maidanek, and of the concen- 
centration camp at Buchenwald. 
The suffering, half-dead and 
wholly-dead victims, were mostly 
Jews. But not a word about Jews, 
or a symbol of the people’s Jew: 
ishness. Passports were shown in 
close-up, to reveal that Poles 
were involved; and Greeks; and 
Russians; and French. “But 
where were the Jewish pass- 
ports, on which Hitler printed in 
large letters the initial of the 
word JUDE?” These were not 
shown. These were not shown. 
“These movies breathed the in- 
tention to hold secret the truth 
that Jews were the chief vic- 
tims . . . To whose advantage 
is the anonymity of the Jewish 
victims? .. . Why hide them un- 
der French — Swiss — Greek 
passports?” Declaring that many 
of the audience were Jews, he 
consoles himself with the thought 
that this might have been a les- 
son to them ... “Better, and 
much more honorable, to be a 
small nation with a name, than 
a large and nameless. world- 
scattered people.”

Jews Will Go Down 
Fighting—With One Another 

If America’s Jews go down; 
they will go down fighting. Fight- 
ing one another. 

The reader will surely be glad 
to learn that new and competing 
organizations are being founded 
every week. 1. Now it is a new- 
style Jewish labor committee, 
called tentatively, “Folk Organ- 
ization for Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion.” The Day’s S. Niger ex- 
claims, “First, relief and rehabil- 
itation. Second, building of Pal- 
estine. Third, fighting anti-Sem- 
itism. .Three brand-new aims, 
aren’t they?” His sarcasm con- 
tinues: No one has thought of 
this before. We have been look- 
ing for an organization of this 


kind. And seriously, he concludes 
that we Jews seem to have learn- 
ed nothing from the past, and he 
wonders whether we ever will. 

2. For half a century, New 
York rabbis have been proud of 
their Board of Jewish Ministers, 
which includes spiritual leaders, 
Orthodox, Conservative and Re- 
form. A large group of English- 
speaking Orthodox have chosen 
this moment to secede from the 
Board and form a new organiza- 
tion. According to the Journal, 
they have pledged themselves to 
resign from any organizations 
having Conservative or Reform 
rabbis. “The Orthodox rabbis felt 
like a fifth wheel. The proud 
young orthodox could stand it no 
more. They felt they, too, are re- 
spectable. They are just as Amer- 
ican, and know just as much 
about English. They don’t need 
reform rabbis to prettify their 
table.” So theirs, now, is the lux- 
ury of separation.

How to Make Confirmation a Commencement 
ONFIRMATION, as the ceremony is practiced by most congre- 
gational Sunday Schools, marks the last contact between the 

gubject boys and girls and organized Jewish education. Eight or 
nine or ten years of a rather loose education come to an end with 
little to show save a social climax. Within the very brief limita- 
tions of this column I propose the following radical change in the 
curriculum of the final, the confirmation year of Sunday School. 

The preceding years are presumed to have been spent in learn- 
jing the facts of Jewish history, life, religion. The final year should 
be devoted to practical application of the theories and philosophies 
and attitudes as these young people will be expected to apply them 
during maturity. They are not, most of them, to become rabbis, 
Hebrew school teachers, or other professional community workers. 
They are to be the lay leaders and lay participants in community 
jife. They are to become the presidents of Sisterhoods, members 
of boards of directors, secretaries of B’nai B’rith lodges, program 
chairmen of Zionist districts. At the very least they will be mem- 
pers, and we hope intelligent members, of these organizations. 
For this they should be given special training during their con- 
firmation year, as a fitting climax to the basic and fundamental 
education which they have received up to that year. The major 
project of this last year should be to learn how the Jewish com- 
munity operates in all its ramifications, not superficially, not in 
terms of general issues, but in its elements. Students will sit in 
at board meetings, and find out the problems which confront the 
institutions of their city. Through interviews they will discover 
the tzoress of a shule president, the complications of operating 
a Welfare Fund, the many tasks which are involved in every 
community project. The study will not be casual or objective. The 
personal element must be made clear. 

Heretofore we have been teaching our children who Akiba and 

ghabettai Zevi and Moses Montefiore were; we have been trying 
to develop in them certain positive attitudes toward Jewish life. 
But we have never even begun the task of training them for the 
actual positions which they will some day fill in the community. 
We have failed adequately to interpret the classical Jewish educa- 
tion in terms of practical life. 

The age of confirmation is not too young to begin. Indeed, 
as I pointed out, this is the last time they will be subjected to or- 
ganized Jewish education. In this last year they can be made to 
realize, impressively and earnestly, that the long years of pre- 
yious schooling were not conducted in a vacuum; that there was 
aclear end in sight, and that now, ere they leave the school, they 
are to be given final instruction and practical schooling in Jew- 
ish community leadership. 

In all its details this curriculum must be worked out care- 
tully and sympathetically, and if successfully pursued it should 
serve to give the community a new generation of men and wom- 
en who have been consciously prepared for their specific tasks. 
Surely this is an improvement over the present lack of method, 
whereby our lay leadership is selected hit-or-miss fashion. The 
day should not be far off when a confirmation certificate would be 
as necessary for a candidate for office in a Jewish organization 
(thus indicating his training and background), as a high school 
diploma is normally for the securing of employment. 

An interesting result, too, might be the lowering of the age 
at which our young people step into positions of active leadership. 
Business and government recognize ability of young people in 
their twenties; the Jewish community should do likewise. 

The possibilities of this suggested training for confirmants 
are endless. What community is ready to try it?

N the midst of all the national rejoicing over 
reports that Hitler was dead (people won- 
dered where he was buried) I came upon 
startling evidence indicating that if he is dead 
he hasn’t been properly buried. 

I found traces of him in my own town, even 
on the day after he was reported dead. I 
heard of Him being seen on a bus, in a certain 
industry, in a cocktail bar at 5 p. m., in one 
of those specializing press bureaus that 
abound in Washington. 

I had been feeling in a mellow mood on ac- 
count of the reported departure of Hitler from 
this earthly scene. At my time of life a man 

5 is pretty much _ disap- 
pointed with the wrong 
way things seem to have 
been going in the world, 
but Hitler’s death was 
something like a fulfill- 
ment. It had all come 
out just as it was writ- 
ten in Scripture, One of 
our daily papers had 

quoted Isaiah (14) who 
could see in detail what would happen to people 
like Hitler. 

A friend had called and said the death of 
Hitler was something to have a drink about. 
He said he felt like a convalescent just through 
the crisis of a dreadful disease. You snap out 
of it and you discover how near dying you 
were. He puffed out his cheeks and blew out 
a deep breath, as if to get some miasmic ex- 
halation out of his lungs, 

He ordered up another drink. .. . “Here,” he 
said, “is to no more Hitlers in the world.” ... 
My friend, a Gentile, has regarded Hitler as 
Human Eenemy No. 1 and Mussolini as an ex- 
crescence on Hitler’s countenance. 

We had three drinks on account of Hitler. 
I hope, I said, it’s all true that he’s really dead. 
I had my misgivings, and my doubts weren’t 
made any less by a telephone call shortly after 
I returned to the office. 

A gentleman had called up. He asked: “Do 
you believe Hitler is dead?” 

Well, I replied, I just had some drinks on that. 

“I just saw Hitler on a bus,” he went on. 

He had heard a man behind him saying that 
he hoped the Jews would be satisfied now. . 
“We started this war for them and now we've 
won it for them. We got to do something about 
Jews now.” 

Ordinarily the gentleman has made little or 
nothing of such observations. He considers the 
source and goes his way with a proud head. 
But in the hour of Hitler being reported dead, 
this voice was unmistakable and startling. It 
was Hitler’s! The very words! The same ob-

properly to bury him.” 


Next Hitler was discovered in a certain in- 


dustry in our town. 


He wasn’t visible there; 


yet my informant was as sure of him as if he 


had met him in the Dachau murder camp. He 
knew that if he were allowed to get by the 
receptionist’s desk and past the several secre- 
taries and down the long passageway to the 
president’s office he would find Hitler sitting 
at the right hand of the president of the com- 
pany. 

He had applied for a job in the general office. 
He is a discharged soldier who has a job but 
has been hoping for a better one. So he called 
for an interview with the employment manager. 

He seemed well on his way to getting a job; 
his experience was all right, his educational 
qualifications were right, his military record 
was right, his looks seemed all right. It seemed 
only a matter of filling out the formal applica- 
tion blank. 

In the application form there was a certain 
question: ‘What is your religion?” He replied 
“Jewish.” Having filled out the paper. he hand- 
ed it to the employment manager. 

“I wish,” the employment manager said, “you 
hadn’t said you were Jewish. You know we 
have a policy here. I didn’t make it but that’s 
the way it is. It’s higher up than me.” 

My informant asked me: “Do you really be- 
lieve Hitler is dead?” 

I replied that it did look like Hitler still was 
around. I recalled the widely known case of 
Haman. He had been hanged and, presumably 
buried, but he had been seen and heard and 
had been suffered on the earth ever since. 


Then there was the reported incident at the 
cocktail bar at 5 p. m. But I shall make only 
passing reference to it, since the suspected 
person was drunk when he was giving out cer. 
tain Hitlerian utterances by which he hoped to 
draw a Jewish gentleman into a fight. There 
wasn’t any fight, though, since the Jewish gen- 
tleman knocked him out on the first blow. 

But the matter of the letter from Washing- 
ton was almost convincing as to the fate of 
Hitler. He hadn’t been buried and was getting 
around. In Washington, it seemed, he was one 
of those pamphleteers. This letter contained 
the well-known mouthings. It asked: “How 
will the Jews fare in the new administration? 
Keep your eye on them. Watch Lilienthal 
Watch Lubin.” 

Yes, Hitler still was on the earth and in the 
United States of all places! The United States 
had spent so much blood and treasure to de 
stroy him and the foul idea that some groups 
of human beings and others more, that some 
must be set aside and despised and annihilated 
because of the condition of their birth. We had 
spent all this to establish the essential dignity 
of every man of whatever race or color or 
creed. Many men had died for this democratie 
idea. 

I thought there was still much to be done 
about Hitler. If he is really to be dead and 
buried he must be evicted from all hearts in 
which he is being sheltered and where he still 
speaks the raucous falsehoods that used so to 
frighten the world when he spoke from the 
Sportspalast.

In making an audit of our cir- 
culation for a coming report, 
some interesting statistics have 
shown up. Of course, we were 
aware that we had a great num- 
ber of readers throughout the 
country, and knew what the total 
was, but we had never stopped 
to figure up how they were di- 
vided by cities. 

For instance the Post has al- 
most 400 paid subscribers in Chi- 
cago, and 268 in Los Angeles. 
Cleveland numbers just under 
200, and Denver and Milwaukee 
each run just about 50 or over. 
The total in Brooklyn is 400, 
while in New York City the num- 
ber is much larger. 

These figures are quite en- 
couraging and indicate that The 
Post is on the right track. But 
we just can’t help feeling that 
we're not able to go ahead fast 
enough. 

One thing about this paper is 
that we never let the financial 
picture affect the editorial side, 
and we buy anything that will 
help the paper, regardless of its 
consequences to our _ so-called 
purse. But every once in a while 
we have to slow down, and that 
makes us very dissatisfied. 

We need a political cartoonist; 
we need European correspond- 
ents; we need a roving reporter 
who can go where the stories are 
and bring us reliabie accounts of 
situations here and there. We 
need enough funds to buy the 
writings of the very top men in 
the field. 

The grey in our picture at 
present is our inability to get 
any national advertising. I think 
our circulation is large enough 
now to warrant national firms 
using our paper, but we don’t 
have the personnel to go out and 
sell the advertising. 

I suppose you'll excuse this 
shop talk, both the encouraging 
and the discouraging parts of it, 
but I’ve always had the feeling, 





not misplaced I hope, that our 
readers took an interest in the 
welfare of this paper over and 
above that of readers of other 
publications. 


* * * 


The gravest error this paper 
ever made was when it printed 
the article from Boston which at- 
tempted to portray the Catholic 
Church there and Archbishop 
Cushing as an ogre intent on cre- 
ating anti-Semitism.

If Russia bases her decision anent Palestine 
on pure logic, she unquestionably will side with 
the Zionist position. She realizes that the Arabs 
have nothing to lose from a Jewish Palestine, 
that the Arab position will not in the least 
be affected by a Jewish state, and very prob- 
ably would be helped a great deal. Then too, 
Russia can see in the developing Palestine 
community an attempt to arrive at a pattern 
of modern society based more than that of any 


a clear policy must by now have been estab- 
lished and this provision must include the 
necessities listed above. 

Because the Jews were singled out for the 
most brutal treatment, unquestionably they 
will require more attention, and the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee is ready to apply all its 
resources to the task of rehabilitation. Like 
wise Palestine is waiting with open arms to 
receive all those who have no other alternative 
but to leave Europe, either for economic or psy- 
chological reasons. 

When the needs are properly made known, 
then the U. S. Jewish Community will rise to 
the occasion. It is the present confusion, how- 
ever, which adds unnecessarily to the problem, 
and the sooner the full picture is made visible, 
then that much quicker can major efforts to 
wards rehabilitation be gotten underway.

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MISSOURI RABBI PROTESTS VIEW 
OF JEWISH ATTITUDE BY SCHWABE 


To the editor, 

The Springfield Daily News of 
April 30 carried a report of a 
speech by Rep. Schwabe (R-Mo.) 
under the heading “Schwabe 
Scores Attitude of Hate.” 

According to the AP dispatch 
from Washington Mr. Schwabe 
called for “an impartial and im- 
personal approach to all prob- 
Jems so a world more free from 
hate and fear may emerge from 
the present chaos.” He enjoined 
the American people to “open up 
our minds to the Jew and say 
what we believe is best for his 
ultimate good.” The ideas which 
he expressed and the implications 
of his words call for an open 
answer by a Jew. 

We welcome his declaration 
that “no right-minded person” 
wants to stir up anti-semitism in 
the United States. We sincerely 
agree when he says that “we are 
concerned about the larger pic- 
ture, the kind of thought that 
will prevail in the reconstruction 
of enemy countries.” As long as 
the representatives of the Amer- 
ican people work in this spirit 
there is hope for the emergence 
of a better world after this war. 

But, we are sorry to encounter 
in the speech by Mr. Schwabe 
the idea that disclosure of the 
horrible atrocities perpetrated in 
German concentration and pris- 
oner camps was timed to influ- 
ence the San Francisco confer- 
ence and the anxiety that this 
timing is part of some sinister 
plot, perhaps influenced by the 
Jews. Of course, these revela- 
tions will influence the confer- 
ence and the formulation of the 
peace. But is it not obvious that 
they were made at the moment 
when these horror camps were 
conquered by the Allied troops, 
that they could not have been 
made earlier and should not have 
been withheld until later? There 
has indeed been timing, but not 
by hate-mongers, Jewish or 
Gentile, rather by an inexorable 
fate and the justice of historical 
events. 

Mr. Schwabe does not wish to 
overlook or excuse the facts; in- 
deed they are proved beyond any 
doubt. And as they are facts, no- 
body can raise the charge of 
propaganda. Mr. Schwabe em- 
phasizes, however, that this 
abuse of prisoners has been not 
the rule but the exception, as 
testified by our own captives in 
Germany. 

Although war prisoners have 
also been mistreated, according 
to reports from Army author- 
ities, Mr. Schwabe is on the whole 
correct on this point. I can add 
on the basis of information de- 
rived from personal sources that 
even the numerous American 
war prisoners of Jewish faith, 
among them not a few who had 
found refuge from Nazi Ger- 
Many in this country, have on 
the whole been properly treated. 
But this fact only deepens the 
depravity of the German attitude. 

These atrocities committed 
without any doubt are in the true 
spirit of Nazism. However, the 
Nazis dared live up to their in- 
humane principles only when 
they had not to fear retribution 
in kind. American war prisoners 
were well treated not for the 
Sake of humanity, but for the 
Practical consideration that many 

Tman prisoners were in Amer- 

hands; only this induced the 
Nazis to respect the Geneva con- 
Vention. Wherever a people was 
hot protected by this bilateral 
aty ,the Germans knew nei- 

mercy nor humanity. 
Was true not only in the 


case of their own Jewish citi- 
zens, but also where the Rus- 
sians were concerned (Russia 
had never ratified the Geneva 
convention), as well as the citi- 
zens of the various European 
countries Germany had succes- 
sively overrun and, as was as- 
sumed, conquered forever: Bel- 
gium, France, Netherlands, Pol- 
and, Czechoslovakia, etc. Nazism 
is the creed of persecution of the 
helpless, in contrast to American 
democracy which has tradition- 
ally stood for the protection of 
those unable to protect them- 
selves. - 

But what I as a rabbi am 
moved to protest most vigorously 
is the mistaken view of Jewish 
religious attitudes which are 
identified with “the Hebraic law 
of the Old Testament, an eye 
for an eye, a tooth for a tooth.” 

I know misunderstanding of 
this Biblical verse has a long 
tradition. Nor shall I dwell upon 
the opinion of Biblical scholars 
that this is a mistranslation of 
the original Hebrew of the Bible 
(Exodus 21:24); that these words 
never signified literal retaliation, 
do to another what he has done 
unto you, but alluded rather to 


monetary compensation  corre- 
sponding in amount to the dam- 
age done. 


For our discussion only two 
points are important. First: Jew- 
ish tradition has from earliest 
times insisted that these words 
of the Bible be interpreted as 
monetary compensation and has 
consistently applied them in this 
sense. And second, the verse ap- 
pears in the Bible not as a mor- 
al principle, but as a precept in 
a code of laws prescribed for the 
use of the judiciary. 

Indeed, no higher principle can 
be applied at law than this, that 
punishment shall exactly corre- 
spond to crime. Yet, the moral 
principles of the Old Testament 
guiding the attitude and behavior 
of the individual are expressed 
in such verses as: “Thou shalt 
not take vengeance!” (Leviticus 
19:18) “When thine enemy fail- 
eth rejoice not.” (Proverbs 24: 
17); and above all, in the text 
of the fifth book of Moses (32:35) 
“Vengeance is mine and recom- 
pense, (says the Lord).” The 
Jews have always observed these 
precepts. They have fought in de- 
fense of their rights, they have 
borne great sacrifices to save 
their brothers from wrong, but 
they have never pursued ven- 
geance for vengeance’s sake, if 
for no other reason than that it 
cannot restore to life those who 
have been slain. 

In this spirit the authoritative 
body of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis declared in 
June 1944, “In considering the

many, we as religious leaders 
first affirm our confident hope 
that the victorious Allies will be 
guided by justice rather than by 
vengeance. We believe that a re- 
educated German people can in 
time become a worthy member 
of the family of mankind.” 

Nowhere is the quality of 
mercy more emphatically attrib- 
uted to God than in the Old 
Testament. The oft quoted verse, 
“Mine is vengeance,” spoken by 
Him is far from a repudiation of 
His mercy; rather does it consti- 
tute a principle which is indis- 
pensable to the existence of a 
moral harmony in the world. It 
signifies that man may not take 
justice in his own hands, for 
there is a God who will punish 
and reward far more justly than 
we can. Man need not be re- 
vengeful for God will mete out 
justice in a way that no crim- 
inal may escape. This faith in a 
divine guardian of a moral order 
is the unanimous demand of hu- 
man conscience, and no belief 
has been more justified by the 
events of our own time. 

We are. obliged to _ Rep. 
Schwabe for this opportunity to 
interpret the true Jewish point 
of view which we are certain will 
be approved by him as by all 
right thinking men. American 
democracy demands indeed, as 
he says, “to open up our minds 
to the Jews and say what we be- 
lieve is best for their ultimate 
good.” It demands also that the 
Jew may have an opportunity to 
reply. In this way we will 
achieve and keep that freedom 
of speech which guarantees true 
brotherhood among all men and 
will enable this nation to find a 
just solution without vengeance 
even for the problems of a de- 
feated Germany.

THE HEIGHT OF IGNOMINY—FLAG 
FLYING OVER DACHAU IS ZIONIST ONE

DACHAU, Germany—tThe blue- 
and-white Zionist flag is flying 
from the watchtower of this for- 
mer dread concentration camp, 
alongside the banners of the 
United Nations, a Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency correspondent 
found upon his arrival here to 
observe how the Jewish survivors 
were faring 11 days after their 
liberation by U. S. troops. 

The Americans are _ facing 
heavy odds in cleaning up the 
horrible conditions that the Ger- 
mans left here, and many things 
still cry out for improvement. 
However, 1,000 of the 2,539 Jews 


have been hospitalized and Dr. 
Benjamin Zacharin, a_ well 
known Kaunas surgeon who is 
working in the camp hospital, 
told the correspondent that most 
of them will survive with proper 
care. 

All of the inmates, Jews and 
non-Jews, are eager to leave the 
camp, but that will not be pos- 
sible for some time as there are 
500 cases of typhus fever here. 
Of the Jews, about 800 came 
from Poland, 600 from Lithuania 
and small groups from Hungary, 
France, Belgium and Holland. 

Another 2,000 Lithuanian Jews 
is reported to be in a camp in 
the Tyrol. 


CHAPLAIN EICHHORN STATES CASE 
OF RABBIS IN SERVICE AND PULPITS 


To the Editor: 

I have just read your invigorat- 
ing editorial of March 7 on the 
post-war status of Jewish chap- 
lains. It concludes with an in- 
vitation to the chaplains to write 
you their views on the subject. 
Here are mine: 

All Jewish chaplains entered 
the service voluntarily. They 
either did or did not enter into 
a signed contract with the com- 
munity which employed them re- 
garding their status at the con- 
clusion of their military career. 
At no time was any promise made 
to them that, during their period 
01 service, Jewish synagogal life 
in America would stand still until 
they marched back from the 
wars. As a matter of fact, one 
of the primary urges that im- 
pelled to enlist was that they 
might do their part to insure the 
continuance of Jewish synagogal 
life in America. And in the nor- 
mal sequence of events in Jewish 
Synagogal life in America, it is 
to be expected that theological 
seminaries will graduate students 
for whom fields of usefulness 
must be found and rabbis will 
grow old and die and congrega- 
tions will choose as successors to 
such retired or deceased rabbis 
the most worthy men who are 
available. 

Since only men of the most un- 
questioned integrity are accepted 
for the American Rabbinate, it is 
to be taken for granted that all 
rabbis who are not in the chap- 
laincy have disqualified them- 
selves because, for one reason or 
another, they do not measure up 
to the military requirements. Cer- 
tainly no rabbi worthy of the 


name refrained from volunteer- 
ing because of personal ambition 
or fear of losing his congrega- 
tion or family pressure or, 
“chailila chalila,” fear of getting 
killed. 

So what of the post-war status 
of the Jewish chaplains? You 
Know, it’s a funny thing. In the 
literally hundreds of _heart-to- 
heart talks that I’ve had with 
chaplains, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish, never once have I heard 
a chaplain discuss his possible 
post-war status. Chaplains seem 
to be wholly absorbed by more 
immediate problems, such as: 
How can I better serve my men? 
How can I improve myself spiri- 
tually? How can I show that I 
am worthy of the responsibilities 
which are mine? 

Perhaps, when the shooting 
stops, the chaplains will begin to 
think about returning to civilian 


life. Those who have signed 
agreements with their former 
communities will take it for 


granted that these agreements 
will be honored, that their com- 
munities will not think evilly of 
them because, for a number of 
years, they have led the gay, ad- 
venturesome life of an Army or 
Navy chaplain. Those who have 
no such agreements will be quite 
content to go home to whatever 
there is, carrying with them the 
love and gratitude of thousands 
of men, living and dead, the bless- 
ing of a clear conscience, the 
knowledge of a job well done.

JEWS TO BOYCOTT GERMANY LIKE SPAIN; 
CURSE NOT RESPONSIBLE, IT WAS SUICIDE

Jews must boycott Germany 


as Spain was boycotted after the 
Inquisition, Prof .Selig Brodet- 
sky, president of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, has 
declared. 

There is a legend that the 
Jews put a curse on Spain after 
the Inquisition and it was fre- 
quently said that the hereditary 
blood affliction of the royal 
house which ruled over Spain, 
was the result of this curse. 

There may have been other 
reasons for the hemophaelia of 
the Spanish royal house, but 
there is no question that the 
Jews did put a curse on Spain— 
and the curse worked. 

But the Jews were not the only 
ones who did it. The whole world 
at the time put a curse on Spain. 

The story of Spain after the In- 
quisition is a story of decline. It 
is true the decline was not im- 
mediate, for Spain at the time 
was such a great power and had 
so vast a monoply of the world’s 
resources, that it took little time 
for the collapse to be visible. 

But the collapse began then 
and continued at an accelerated 
pace—until today, Spain, before 
which Britain once trembled, be- 
fore which Holland cowered, the 
same Spain which in the fif- 
teenth and early sixteenth cen- 
tury had more of the gold of 
the world than any country in 
history—is today very much in 
the minor leagues. 

But in truth, the Jews did not 
put a curse on Spain. It was the 
bigotry and intolerance of Spain 
which sent the Dutch fighting 
her, which raised revolutions in 
South America, which made her 
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name a thing of evil to the whole 
world. Spain put the curse on 
herself. She committeed suicide, 
as Hitler has gone, as Goebbels 
has done, and as Germany has 
done.

He 
abandoned his tank, which had 
bogged in mud, and moved ahead 
on fott, armed only with a car- 
bine. He himself accounted for, 
or directed fire resulting in the 
death of 17 Nazis and capture of 
32, and the capture of two anti- 
tank guns, a flak gun, two ma- 
chine guns and two trucks.
